Woken residents tell of ‘explosion after explosion’ damaging road surface

RESIDENTS have described the 
terrifying moment that a car 
went up in flames during the 
early hours of the morning in 
Harlow. 

Emergency services were 
called to Jerounds after receiv¬ 
ing reports that a vehicle had 
been deliberately set on fire 
shortly after midnight on Tues¬ 
day (August 7). 

Witnesses reported seeing at 


least two men, although pos¬ 
sibly three or four, involved in 
the incident which saw a red car, 
believed to be an Audi, set 
alight. 

Those involved, who are 
described by locals as being 
dressed “all in black” and wear¬ 
ing hoods, are said to have fled 
the scene in a black car. 

One witness, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said: “At 
12.30am I heard something out 
there. 

“I thought they were pinching 


stuff and putting it in the car. I 
think they had already done 
something. We don’t really 
know what that thing was but 
they set the red car alight and 
went off in a black one. 

“They started to drive off and 
the car just went up. It was so 
fierce and it was just explosion 
after explosion.” 

Woken 

Another neighbour said she 
was woken by a “bang” and 
when she looked out the window 


saw “orange flames and 
sparks”. 

The black car is thought to 
have been parked up prior to the 
incident and used as a “getaway 
car”, while the red car was left 
completely destroyed. 

Pictures taken at the scene 
show the road has been 
scorched by the blaze, which 
was extinguished by 12.35am, 
according to Essex County Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Garages nearby are also said 
to have been cordoned off by 


officers while forensics carried 
out an investigation. 

“The thing that has bothered 
us is that they’ve done it in a 
residential area where there are 
people, houses - it’s dangerous 
and the way it was exploding,” 
said one resident. “It was fright¬ 
ening and obviously it has dam¬ 
aged the roads.” 

However, residents were 
quick to express praise for the 
emergency services, saying that 
police, fire crews and Harlow 
Council were “brilliant” 


throughout and didn’t leave 
until the scene was safe. 

Another Jerounds resident 
Saadia Khan said that she had 
gone downstairs having been 
unable to sleep when she began 
hearing noise outside. 

“I was watching TV and 
heard conversation - like a 
rushed conversation outside,” 
said the 34-year-old. 

“It was very close to my 
garden and I heard people talk¬ 
ing.”

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Pair deny manslaughter 
after fatal street brawl 


TWO men have denied 
manslaughter following a fatal 
brawl outside a Harlow pub last 
year. 

Anton Collins, 26, of Hookfield, 
Harlow, and Jack Jordan, 24 of 
Davenport, Harlow, appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Collins also denied a charge of 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Police rushed to reports of an 
assault at 10.40pm outside the 
Poplar Kitten pub on Tawneys 
Road on August 17, 2017. 

Andrew Watt, 48, from Harlow, 
suffered a head injury after the 
fight broke out and was airlifted 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge where he died two 
days later. 

Following Mr Watt’s death, 
officers launched a 
manslaughter investigation. 

Mr Watts’ wife has previously 
spoken publicly after the loss of 
her ‘gorgeous’ husband. 

She said: “Tragically my best 
friend and gorgeous husband 
was taken away from me. We had 
only been married for eight

weeks. Our wedding day was the 
most amazing day of our lives. 

He was the love of my life. 

“Andy was the most infectious 
person I have ever known. He 
was loving, caring, funny, and a 
fantastic friend, brother, nephew 
and son. 

“His friends and family are 
devastated, as am I, and we are 
going to miss him dearly.” 

Judge Charles Gratwicke QC 
adjourned the case with a trial 
date fixed for January 21, 2019. 

Both men have been released 
on bail with the condition that 
they must reside at their 
addresses.

School wants new block 


to cater for pupil influx 



Church Langley Primary wants to build a new classroom block

A HARLOW primary school has 
submitted plans to build a new 
three-classroom block to accom¬ 
modate growing pupil numbers. 

The governors and head teach¬ 
er of Church Langley Community 
Primary School have requested to 
build a new teaching block in 
order to maintain the quality of 
teaching standards, as well as 
accommodating increasing stu¬ 
dent numbers. 

Should plans be approved, the 
new single storey building will be 
built on the northern part of the 
school site and match the new 
block recently built to the west 
side of the school. 

The primary school, which 
opened in September 1997, is 


already home to four self-con¬ 
tained two classroom teaching 
blocks, an assembly hall, recep¬ 
tion, staff room, head teachers 


office and more recently, a sports 
changing building. 

The application submitted by 
CAMM Architects in July reads: 


“The school requires further 
classrooms on the site to accom¬ 
modate growing school pupil 
numbers. 

“In order to keep the quality of 
the school teaching standards, the 
governors and the head have 
requested a new block to match 
the existing to be built on the site 
where there is currently a tem¬ 
porary unit. 

Application 

“The new block will be in line 
with the recently built block 
to the west of this application 
site.” 

No proposals have been made 
for further parking as the 
new facilities are suggested to 
enhance the current school 
and therefore there is no further 
requirement for parking. 


The primary school lies within 
the Church Langley neighbour¬ 
hood and is situated close to Tesco 
and Potters Arms. 

Controversial plans to build a 
Premier Inn near to the primary 
school were approved in June 
despite receiving around 300 
objections. 

The 46-bedroom hotel was 
described as being an “intrusive 
building within ten metres of the 
school”. 

The plans however were unan¬ 
imously backed by Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee with it 
giving a boost to the local eco¬ 
nomy, as well as bringing jobs to 
the town. 

Whether to grant permission 
for the new classroom block or not 
will be decided by the planning 
committee.

Stabbing 
victim left 
in critical 
condition 


A MAN is in a critical condition 
in hospital after being stabbed in 
the chest in what police believe 
to be a targeted attack. 

As the Star went to press, a 16- 
year-old boy from Harlow was in 
police custody for questioning 
after being arrested on suspicion 
of attempted murder following 
the incident in Post Office Walk 
on Tuesday evening. 

The 28-year-old victim was 
stabbed in the chest in an 
underpass between Post Office 
Walk and Amhurst Lodge at 
about 7.35pm, following a verbal 
argument between a large group 
of people. 

He was taken to hospital and 
remains in a critical condition. 

Targeted 

Detective Sergeant Leo 
Fordham said: “Our enquiries 
are ongoing and we are treating 
this as a targeted incident. 

“We believe the victim and 
another man were involved in a 
verbal argument with a large 
group of people near Caspian’s 
Kebab Shop, in Bird Cage Walk, 
at around 7:30pm. 

“We are keen to speak to 
anyone who saw what happened 
or has any CCTV footage that 
could assist with our 
investigation.”

Farm vehicle is destroyed 
during fire in stubble field

A COMBINE harvester was des¬ 
troyed during a field fire in Har¬ 
low last week. 

Firefighters were called to Har¬ 
low Road, Matching Tye, on 
Thursday (August 2) having 
received multiple calls reporting 
smoke coming from the field. 

On Twitter Essex Fire Service 
said: “We’ve received a number of 
999 calls reporting this fire as the 
smoke can be seen across 
the fields in a number of dir¬ 
ections. 

“Firefighters are at the scene 
and working hard to extinguish 
the fire ASAP.” 

At least three crews from Old 
Harlow, Harlow and Stansted 
attended the blaze at 8.40pm 
which involved a stubble field, as 
well as the combine harvester. 

The area of the field on fire 
measured approximately 50m by 


50m according to firefighters. 

The fire was still burning more 
than an hour later with crews still 
at the scene at 9.45pm but repor¬ 
ted to be making good progress 
tackling the flames. 

The fire was extinguished by 
10.15pm and left the combine har¬ 
vester, which is used to harvest 
crops, completely destroyed by 
the flames. 

Remained 

Crews remained at the scene for 
a further hour to dampen down 
the affected area, as well as ensur¬ 
ing that there were no hot spots 
remaining. 

Similarly crews also checked a 
hopper containing six tonnes of 
corns to ensure it had not been 
affected by the fire. 

Firefighters left the area once 
they were sure the scene as a 
whole was safe.

Family warning after having to evacuate home due to pan blaze

A Harlow family forced to leave 
their home after a chip pan fire 
destroyed their kitchen have 
spoken out about the devastation 
the blaze caused. 

Firefighters were called to a 
property in Church End around 
9pm on Thursday, July 19, after 
receiving reports of a kitchen 
fire. 

One of the occupants, who 
wished to remain anonymous, 
explained that her children, aged 
12 and six, had been making 
chips with their dad. 

“It was the end of school term 
for the kids,” said the 47-year-old. 
“Normally the kids would have to 
gone bed but there was no school 
the next day. 

“The children were up trying 
to make chips using the electric 
cooker.” 

Splashed 

It was when oil splashed from 
the pan onto the hot plate that the 
fire broke out - catching the pan 
alight and quickly spreading to 
nearby cupboards. 

She continued: “We did not 
know what to do - whether to 
take the pan off the cooker. 

“The fire quickly spread up 
onto the cabinet. 

“I was desperate to save things 
in the kitchen but the only thing 
to do was get out and call for 
help. 

“It was too dangerous for any¬ 
one to tackle the fire.” 

With the family fearing that 
the pan might explode, the family 
made sure that the doors were 
closed to keep the fire contained 
and fled from the building to call 
the emergency services. 

At least two crews from Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
(ECFRS) attended the scene with¬ 
in minutes to extinguish the 
blaze however, the damage meant 
the flat was left uninhabitable. 

Harlow field fire sends plumes 


of smoke into sky leaving com¬ 
bine harvester completely des¬ 
troyed 

She added that her children 
had been left coughing from the 
smoke for the next two nights. 

An image of the kitchen shows 
the walls completely burnt and 
kitchen badly damaged. 

With the property being too 
dangerous for the family of four 
to go back in, Harlow Council 
company HTS helped to arrange 
alternative accommodation. 

The occupant continued: “You 
wake up in the morning and you 
never know what is going to hap¬ 


pen at the end of the day. 

“I keep reliving what we did 
wrong and what we could have 
done to avoid that.” 

She hopes that other people 
will take additional care when 
cooking with oil. 

“I will suggest that when cook¬ 
ing with oil, care should be taken 
not too use too much oil and to 
use the appropriate cooking pans 
to ensure that there are no oil 
spillages from the pans onto 
cooking burners or onto direct 
flames from gas cookers.” 

ECFRS also emphasise about 
taking care when cooking with 


hot oil and to make sure food is 
dry before putting it in hot oil so 
it does not splash. 

Similarly if oil starts to smoke 
- it is too hot. The heat should be 
turned off and left to cool. Altern¬ 
atively a thermostat controlled 
electric deep fat fryer is recom¬ 
mended as these cannot over¬ 
heat. 

Most importantly if a pan 
catches fire turn off the heat only 
when it is safe to do so and never 
throw water over it. 

Watch Manager Stephen Har¬ 
rison, Harlow Fire Station, said: 
"The fire started after a pan of oil 


being used to cook chips caught 
alight and immediately spread to 
surrounding cupboards. 

"The family did exactly the 
right thing; as soon as the pan 
caught alight they ensured the 
internal doors were closed, got 
out of the property and called 
999. 

"Our crews worked quickly 
and effectively to extinguish the 
fire, and as the doors were closed 
the fire was contained to the kit¬ 
chen. 

“Incidents like this highlight 
just how important it is to follow 
our cooking safety guidelines.”

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Pair admit producing 
cannabis after factory 
found in police search 


TWO men have pleaded guilty to pro¬ 
ducing a cannabis factory at a prop¬ 
erty in Harlow. 

Officers attended a property in Bur¬ 
ley Hill, Church Langley, at 8am on 
Thursday (August 2) and found a num¬ 
ber of cannabis plants. 

Essex Police later confirmed that 185 
plants in total had been found during 
the execution of the warrant with pic¬ 
tures on social media showing the 
scale of the factory. Enea Mahmutaj, 
22, of no fixed abode, and Qazum Mah¬ 
mutaj, 49, also of no fixed abode, 
appeared at Chelmsford Magistrates' 
Court on Friday, August 3. 


They both pleaded guilty to pro¬ 
ducing a quantity of cannabis, a con¬ 
trolled drug of Class B, in Harlow in 
contravention of the Misuse of Drugs 
Act 1971. 

Intelligence 

They have since been remanded in 
custody and will appear before the 
courts again for sentencing at the end 
of this month. 

Essex Police Harlow on Facebook 
said: “Great work by Harlow Com¬ 
munity Policing team and gathering of 
intelligence has contributed to this 
great result.”

A MAN from Harlow has been 
found guilty of kidnapping and 
sexually assaulting a 12-year-old 
girl. 

Darren Sellen, 41, of Church 
Leys was found guilty of a string 
of offences following a trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court On 
Monday, July 30. 

At around 3.30pm on Thursday, 
November 2, 2017, the girl was 
walking across Tillwicks Road 
when Sellen came from behind 
her and put his hands over her 
mouth and eyes. 

Dragged 

He then dragged her towards 
some garages before touching her 
in a sexually motivated way. 

The victim, a girl of just 12- 
years-old at the time, was dragged 
to a remote area of garages 
against some bushes when the 
incident took place. 

Prosecuting, Richard Potts told 
the court: “The victim, then 12 
now 13, was making her way from 
school in the afternoon. 


“She was travelling in the area 
of Bush Fair. 

“The victim went to the Post 
Office in the precinct there and 
came out, and as she came out the 
Crown say the defendant emerged 
from the other side of the road, 
crossed over the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing and after a short delay fol¬ 
lowed her. 

“She was assaulted, we say by 
Mr Sellen, who dragged her into a 
fairly remote area of lock up gar¬ 
ages against some bushes. 

“She was pushed to the ground, 
grabbed from behind and (he) 
touched her bottom and he was 
inviting her to show him her bot¬ 
tom.” 

The victim, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, managed 
to call for help before Sellen ran 
off. 

She said her attacker had his 
hand across her mouth and that 
her face was pushed to the 
ground, but was able to call out to 
a family who were walking past. 

Mr Potts said: “The victim saw 
them and called out: ‘Help he’s 
going to rape me’. 

“The attacker got up and made 


off saying he knew her mother.” 

The family quickly came to her 
aid before calling police. 

After carrying out a review of 
CCTV in the area, Sellen was seen 
wearing the same clothing 
described by the victim. He was 
later also caught on camera flee¬ 
ing the crime scene. 

Investigating officer DC Ryan 
Burgess, of Harlow CID, said: “Sel¬ 
len is a sexual predator and a 
dangerous individual who put a 
young girl through an horrific 
and frightening ordeal. 

Courage 

“I would like to praise her for 
her bravery during this invest¬ 
igation. She showed an enormous 
amount of courage by giving key 
descriptions of Sellen and telling 
us how his actions affected her 
and still do. 

“Sellen has shown no remorse 
for his actions and has continued 
to deny these crimes, forcing the 
victim and her family to relive the 
incident at court. 

“He will now hopefully receive 
a lengthy custodial sentence for 
his actions.” 
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Council wants to remove 
garages to boost parking 

Proposals hope to alleviate issues such as vandalism and fly-tipping

PLANS have been submitted to 
demolish almost 50 garages in 
Harlow in favour of creating open 
spaces for parking. 

A number of applications have 
been submitted by Harlow Coun¬ 
cil to knock down a total of 46 
garages - with aims of removing 
the problem of garages being 
blocked by motorists parking in 
front of them. 

Other garages have been 
described as having an “unat¬ 
tractive nature”, as well as having 
problems with vandalism and fly 
tipping. 

The plans, should they be 
approved, will see garages taken 
down to slab level before making 
the surface suitable for parking 
with white markings lining the 
previous garage walls. 

The proposed sites are: 

■ Green park/ 

THE DOWNS 

The 13 garages near to The Downs 
and to the front of Green Park are 
said to be in a poor condition, 
suffering from structural dam¬ 
age, being poorly maintained and 


suffers as being a spot for fly 
tipping. 

As a result, occupancy levels 
between garages 28 to 41 are low 
and unsustainable. 

The roofs of these garages may 
also contain asbestos due to being 
made of corrugated cement. 

The application reads: “The 
proposal of an open hardstand 
arrangement will provide a desir¬ 
able alternative to current use.” 

■ POTTER STREET: 

Proposals are to demolish a total 
of 21 garages from number nine to 
30 within the residential estate of 
Potter Street. 


These garages are located in 
Potter Street between flats 13 to 43 
and Fullers Mead. 

It has been said that the exist¬ 
ing garages, which are made of 
brick and have local occupancy 
levels, are in a poor condition 
with some structural damage. 

They are described as being 
poorly maintained and the roofs 
may again may contain asbestos. 

The planning application says: 
“Thought has been given to the 
future of the site and recognises 
the unattractive nature of rented 
garages which do not always 
provide for the needs and expect¬ 
ations for safe and secure storage 
of vehicles.” 


Proposals say that an open 
parking arrangement will 
provide a “desirable alternative” 
to the sites current use. 

■ PITTMANS FIELD 

Garages 33 to 40 are situated at the 
end of Pittmans Field cul-des-sac, 
backing on to Freshwaters 
Primary School, and garages are 
said to be “constantly blocked by 
other cars”. 

Harlow Council, should these 
plans be given the go ahead, 
intend to liaise with the school to 
agree the type of fencing required 
for infill once the garages are 
demolished. 


Although the garages are in 
reasonable condition, they are not 
all in use and therefore demol¬ 
ishing them would ensure the 
space isn’t occupied by unlet gar¬ 
ages. 

Similarly unallocated parking 
is likely to give residents and vis¬ 
itors further parking provision. 

■ PYENEST ROAD: 

Plans in Pyenest Road are to 
demolish a small garage block of 
five in hope that an open space for 
parking will remove the tendency 
of motorists parking in front of 
other garages. 

The garages are therefore not 
popular enough to attract new 
tenants with a small approach 
road and small site as a whole. 

Occupancy levels have fallen 
and has made the garages unsus¬ 
tainable despite them being in a 
reasonable condition, although 
like in Potters Street the roofs are 
made from a corrugated cement 
material suspected to contain an 
element of asbestos. 

There has however been some 
vandalism in the area, particu¬ 
larly to garage number five . 

The planning committee will 
decide whether the 46 garages are 
to be knocked down.

It was then that Saadia heard a 
noise which she describes as a 
tyre exploding and after looking 
outside, had initially thought her 
car, parked beside the burning 
vehicle, was alight. 

She continued: “I thought 
something was going wrong and I 
could smell burning. 

“I called for my husband and I 
thought it was my car. 

“It was midnight and my hus¬ 
band called 999 and after five 
minutes they came. One neigh¬ 
bour said she saw two or more 
men, they took some stuff from 
the burning car to their car. They 
burnt the car and then ran.” 

Saadia also praised the work of 
the emergency services saying 
that they arrived “very quickly 
and just after two hours they 
cleared everything”. 

She added: “We really appre¬ 
ciate it.” 

A spokeswoman from Essex 
Police said: “Police were called to 
Jerounds, Harlow at just after 
midnight on Tuesday, August 7, 
following reports that a vehicle 
was deliberately set on fire. 

“A forensic examination was 
carried out at the scene and 
investigations are ongoing.”

Compulsory 20mph zones 


MANDATORY 20mph zones outside 
schools and similar zones for res¬ 
idential streets if requested by the 
majority of residents may be in place 
within six months. 

Essex County Council voted to 
review the current 20mph policy to 
introduce mandatory 20mph zones 
outside all schools and 20 mph zones 
for appropriate residential streets, if 
requested by the majority of resid¬ 
ents, at a meeting on July 10. 

The subject will now be discussed 
by the Place Services and Economic 
Growth Policy and Scrutiny Commit¬ 
tee, for adoption, possibly before 
Christmas. 

Councillor Dave Harris, who pro¬ 
posed an initial motion for a review 
amended by the Tories, said: “This is 
not just going to be safer for kids - 
when you think about that last year 
789 people died in the UK on 30mph 
roads in estates, that’s a lot of people - 
those people are now going to be 
surviving. 


“In most places it will be signage, in 
other places there might have to be 
some traffic calming. 

“I hope we’ll get something in six 
months. If we don’t have anything in 
six months I will be going back to 
council asking where is it now and 
what is happening.” 

Safety 

Councillor Louise McKinlay said: 
“We want something that is feasible, 
costed, which crucially will deliver 
what it is we want which is clearly 
increased safety for all of our children 
around schools to do that we need to 
look at this in detail and properly.” 

She said simply putting a 20mph 
limit on the road outside a school may 
not address the problems. 

“I have one in the West Horndon 
part of my division where the con¬ 
cerns about speeding traffic is not on 
the immediate road where the school 
is but on the adjacent road,” she 
added.

A HARLOW homeless charity 
says it is “thrilled” with a new 
partnership which will enable it 
to offer a hot meal to guests every 
Sunday. 

Harlow Chocolate Run, a char¬ 
ity supporting the homeless and 
vulnerable in the local area, hosts 
a drop-in session every Sunday 
evening. 

Now, thanks to a new partner¬ 
ship, Cafe Pizzeria in Bush Fair 
has become its new supplier for 
meals. 

Jo Busson, chair of Harlow 
Chocolate Run, said that for a

Since the Tories came to 
power, initially with their Lib 
Dem allies, we have seen 
unprecedented cuts to 
policing numbers. There are 
now 648 less frontline police 
officers in Essex than there 
were in 2010. This means 
nearly a fifth less officers. 

In Harlow these cuts were 
never more prevalent than 
last year when it was 
reported that on one shift 
there was only one officer on 
patrol in the whole town. 

The problem is that 
criminals know this. 

My heart really does go out 
to those police officers who 
remain, who are finding 
themselves more and more 
stretched. I spoke when I 
stood as Police and Crime 
Commissioner in 2016 about 
the need to support officers 
and ensure that they take 
rest days. I welcome the 
assurances I got from the 
new Chief Constable to work 
with the Police Federation to 
support his officers. 

I am very proud to be part 
of a council who have, 
despite budget cuts 
ourselves, invested in new 
community support officers 
and welcome plans to help 
them to do their jobs more 
effectively. However, it 
shouldn’t be up to local 
councils to pick up the slack. 
Funding for policing needs 
to come from central 
government via a more 


progressive taxation and this 
is where the current Tory 
government has really let 
people down. 

The PFCC has increased 
his proportion of the council 
tax but this will only fund an 
extra 150 more officers. A 
long way off the 648 that we 
have lost. In Harlow we must 
have a visible police 
presence in the town centre 
again and keep the people of 
our town safe.

What can be done 
to solve problem 
of severe lack of 
social housing? 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

Is enough being done in our region to tackle 
the balance of social housing? 


CONSERVATIVE 


THE obvious answer is no, 
but that is not just in our 
region. 

We are not building 
enough new homes, of any 
tenure, to cope with the 
demographic demand of 
living longer and smaller 
households. This has been 
the case for decades, 
regardless of the flavour of 
government. The last time 
we built anything 
approaching enough new 
properties was back in the 
1970s. In 1969/70 there were 
around 300,000 new homes 
built - since when it has 
steadily declined, rising last 
year to just under 150,000.1 

The missing link between 
the 1970s and now is the 
disappearance of council 
housing. In 1969/70 councils 
provided almost half of all 
new housing. In 2001/2 
councils built an 
insignificant 60 homes, 
down from 135,700 in 1969/ 
70. 

The Office of Budget 


Responsibility [OBR] 
considers Housing Benefit to 
be one of the larger elements 
of welfare spending, at £21.9 
billion in 2017/18, rising to 
£23.4 billion the following 
year. 

In Harlow, average council 
house rents are just over £91 
per week, with private sector 
rents being more than twice 
that. So it easy to see where 
substantial savings could be 
made to the cost of Housing 
Benefit through more 
tenants in need moving to 
council housing. 

Borrowing caps could be 
lifted for new council 
housing projects as clearly it 
is for investment and 
regeneration. It is a social 
necessity to ensure that 
those who cannot work full 
time through age, illness or 
accident have somewhere 
affordable to live. 

With a resurgence of 
council house building, the 
cost of HB will decline, 
freeing up taxpayers money

to cover the cost of more 
new council homes. More 
housing generally should 
moderate house prices, 
making them more 
affordable and again 
reducing the demand for 
rented accommodation. 

Yes, I am saying there is 
huge argument for more 
council housing and yes I am 
telling the government what 
they should do.

THE short answer to this 
question is no, there are not 
nearly enough truly 
affordable homes being 
built.. There are really three 
issues which need to be 
considered when responding 
to this question. 

Firstly, the term 
“affordable housing” was 
coined some years ago but 
it’s definition was only 
clarified more recently. Even 
so, in areas where house 
prices or rents are high 
compared with peoples 
ability to pay, in reality 
’’affordable housing” is still 
not within the means of 
most people looking for a 
new home. To their credit, 
Harlow Council’s policy 
requires developers on sites 
of more than 15 homes to 
sell or rent at least 30% “ of 
the homes as “affordable 
housing”. 

Secondly, I am afraid to 
say that it is all to common 
for developers seeking 
planning permission to give 
a commitment to provide 
“affordable housing” only to 
try and buy themselves out 
of that commitment to the 


council just as the homes are 
being completed. Harlow 
Council should set out a 
clear policy stating that they 
would not accept such 
payments, so avoiding costly 
appeals through the legal 
system.. 

Thirdly, the issue of 
whether or not the funds 
made available for 
“affordable housing” is 
actually the best way the 
Government can spend 
public money in it’s attempt 
to boost the supply of new 
homes. 

There is no general 
consensus across the main 
political parties about how 
these issues should be 
addressed. A House of 
Commons Briefing Paper 
published in March 2018 
looked at numerous issues 
around this subject but there 
is no evidence that any of 
the conclusions will be taken 
further. 

There is more of a 
consensus within the 
housing profession. The 
definition of “affordable 
housing” must be changed, 
lowering the threshold that

homes cost to buy or rent 
after which a home cannot 
be called “affordable”. The 
law needs to be changed to 
ensure that the target set in 
respect of affordable housing 
supply made at the time a 
Planning Application is 
submitted, is kept to once 
the scheme is completed. 
Finally, the Government 
would do better to invest in 
more council housing, which 
is where truly affordable 
homes can be found and 
where there is the greatest 
housing need. 


LABOUR 


THERE is clearly a housing 
crisis across the country and 
this government have 
overseen a period where 
house building has been at 
its lowest since the Second 
World War. 

They claim to be trying to 
tackling the shortage of 
housing but legislation 
means that it is harder and 
harder to build the 
affordable housing that 
people need. 

Residents are stuck on a 
broken housing system 
facing rip-off rents which 
mean that they cannot save 


to put down a deposit on a 
home of their own. 

Across the country Labour- 
led councils are building the 
council houses we need. 
However, we still have the 
government right to buy 
scheme which means those 
houses are sold off at a 
discount price. Very little of 
this revenue goes back to the 
councils themselves 
meaning that the council 
house stock is depleted 
further. In Harlow two-thirds 
of our stock has been lost to 
right to buy. 

The next Labour 


government will build the 
council housing we need as 
well as providing the 
legislation to ensure that 
they are protected for future 
generations. However, we 
will also support those 
people with an aspiration to 
buy their own houses by 
having a living wage and 
those lower rents that allow 
them to save for a deposit. 

Harlow Council are 
building houses at council 
house rates on long-term 
secure tenancies to provide 
families with the security 
they need.

Charity issues guidance over 
holiday 'home alone' children

LAST August 849 children 
were referred by the NSPCC 
Helpline to social services or 
police due to worries about 
them being left 
unsupervised. 

A third of these children 
were aged between 0 and 5 
years old. 

As school summer holidays 
begin the NSPCC offers 
guidance to parents across 
the country on leaving 
children home alone 

The charity is reminding 
parents and carers not to 
leave young children home 
alone as the summer 
holidays start. 

Last August the charity’s 
Helpline made referrals 
involving 849 children to 
police and social services 
due to concerns about them 
being left unsupervised by 
their parent or carer. 

Throughout 2017 and 2018 
there were 7,277 children 
referred to authorities due to 
concerns about them being 
left to fend for themselves, 
with the problem being most 
acute in August during the 
long school holidays. 

The NSPCC has warned 
that although a child may 
seem responsible enough to 
be left alone without 
supervision, parents and 
carers should think carefully 
whether they would be able 
to cope with unexpected 
situations such as an 
emergency, a stranger calling 


at the house, being hungry 
or if the parent is away for 
longer than anticipated. 

NSPCC Head of 
Safeguarding in 
Communities, Chris Cloke, 
said: “It can be difficult for 


parents and carers to decide 
whether their child is ready 
to be left on their own and 
we know that the summer 
holidays can be a tricky time 
as people face increasing 
childcare pressures. 


“However, it is still very 
concerning that we are 
consistently seeing a spike in 
August of referrals to social 
services and the police due 
to worries about children 
being left unsupervised. 


No child should be left on 
their own if there is any risk 
they will come to harm.” 

To help parents and carers 
who may be considering 
whether or not to leave 
their child on their own for 


the first time this summer, 
the NSPCC is issuing 
guidance on leaving 
children home alone on its 
website which can be located

Students enjoy a 
real-life look at 
healthcare in 
their own school 


A UNIQUE insight into 
medical careers and the 
effect of exercise on real-life 
organs was given to students. 

Teenagers at Burnt Mill 
Academy in Harlow were 
given rare opportunities to 
learn when lessons were 
brought to life. 

Medical Mavericks gave 
Year 9 and 10 students an 
insight into the various 
careers open to them in the 
medical profession.

Luca Love, of Medical 
Mavericks, said: “We are 
here to promote careers 
within healthcare. 

“Young people are aware 
of doctors and nurses, but 
there are so many other roles 
within the industry they 
could consider. 

“Being able to have a play 
with this kind of equipment 
opens their eyes to the 
careers available.” 

Year 9 and 10 GCSE PE 
students and those looking 
to take the subject in future 
were given an opportunity to 
see the impact healthy living 
and exercise can have on the 
heart and lungs. 

Matt Rozier, of Bodymove 
Education, demonstrated to 
students by using real pig 
organs which students got 
the opportunity to dissect. 


He said: “We have been 
looking at the effects of 
exercise on the cardio and 
respiratory systems. By 
relating to the pig organs, 
students get a really useful 
hands-on knowledge. 

“There is no better way of 
making it memorable for 
them. This way, they are 
engaged and interested.” 

Gareth Myatt, assistant 
head, said: “It is not possible 
to get work experience as a 
doctor or a nurse, so this was 
a really unique opportunity 
to get an insight into medical 
careers. 

“For the PE students, their 
experience will have been a 
great help for their GCSE 
course in both that subject 
and science.” 

Both events were brought 
to the school free of charge 
by the Make it Happen 
charity.

MP joins battle to save Netteswellbury Farm common room 


MP Robert Halfon recently 
visited Netteswellbury Farm 
to speak to residents 
concerned about the future 
use of the common room. 

Residents have used the 
room for over 20 years and 
hold community events, 
celebrations and meetings 
there, as well as using it as a 
day room. 

They initially contacted the 
MP to express their shock 
and sadness following news 
that access to the facility 
could be curtailed or lost 
altogether. 

Harlow Education 
Consortium (HEC) is in talks 
with Harlow Council to 
include the common room 
into their lease, making HEC 
the gatekeeper of common 
room use. 

The manager of HEC has 
stated that this would allow 
“some degree of continued 


access” for residents. 

Mr Halfon said: “The 
residents are anxious and 
stressed about this situation. 
I believe it is completely 
unacceptable to take this 
facility away from the 
residents. 

“I am very concerned that 
a group of elderly residents 
seem to be being pressured 
into giving up their 
communal facility. 

“It seems clear to me that 
the proposed use would be 
incompatible with the lives 
of the residents. 

“More importantly, the 
loss of the communal area 
could very well isolate some 
of the more vulnerable 
locals. 

“I have written to the 
managing director of Harlow 
Council and I will continue 
to campaign against the 
changes.”

SGT STUBBY: AN UNLIKELY HERO (PG) 

Bravery on two and four legs during the First 
World War wags the tail of director Richard 
Lanni’s charming if lightweight computer- 
animated history lesson. 

Sgt Stubby: An Unlikely Hero pays tribute to 
the most decorated dog in US history, who 
served his country for 18 months, 
predominantly alongside one master for 17 
battles and four military campaigns. 

This remarkable tale of camaraderie during 
bitter and bloody conflict made headlines 
across America and Lanni’s picture concludes 
with photographs of the real-life Stubby and his 
proud handler, Robert Conroy. 

Patriotic pride courses through the veins of a 
script co-written by Mike Stokey, which narrates 
the flourishing bond between man and beast in 
the words of Conroy’s sister Margaret (voiced by 
Helena Bonham Carter), who received letters 
from her younger sibling during his time behind 
enemy lines. “This is the true story of a special 
friendship my brother made while training for 
the war,” she coos in the opening voiceover. 

The narrative is simplistic in order to appeal 
to children and parents, both of whom will 
struggle to resists the wide-eye charms of the 
titular terrier. 

More than once, a tear welled in my eye as 
Stubby demonstrated his unerring, selfless 
devotion to his human master. During a 
military parade in 1917 New Haven, 

Connecticut, wet-behind-the-ears US Army 
recruit Robert Conroy (Logan Lerman) tosses 
food to a stray dog on the street. 

The mangy mutt follows Conroy - a member 
of the newly formed “Yankee” Division - to a 
nearby training ground where the animal 
charms fellow enlistees Olsen (Iordan Beck) and 
Schroeder (fim Pharr). 

Sergeant Casburn (Jason Ezzell) allows the 
dog, christened Stubby because of its tail, to 
stay as the regiment’s mascot and Conroy trains 
his four-legged companion to salute. The men 
ship out to France aboard USS Minnesota with 
Stubby in tow and commanding officer Colonel 
Ty (Pharr again) gives his blessing to the 
creature’s tour of duty. 

“Make sure he gets some dog tags,” growls the 
military man. 

Consequently, Stubby joins Conroy, Olsen 
and Schroeder as they join the French lines in 
Chemins des Dames, where they are taken 
under the wing of Gaston Baptiste (Gerard 
Depardieu) from the 3rd regiment. 

As the fight against the Germans intensifies, 
Conroy and co march to Seicheprey where a flu 
epidemic sweeps through the trenches and the 
dog’s presence buoys spirits in the men’s 
darkest hours. Sgt Stubby: An Unlikely Hero 
warms the cockles of cynical hearts with gentle 
humour and warming sentiment. 

The title character follows in the paw prints of 
Lassie by warnings allied soldiers about an 
impending mustard gas attack and locating 
fallen soldiers in no man’s land. 

Vocal performances are muted but hit the 
requisite emotional notes to complement 
Patrick Doyle's rousing orchestral score.

A brand new rebel 


THE DARKEST MINDS 
(12A) ★★★★★ 


A dapted from the first 
instalment of a trilogy 
of young adult novels 
penned by Alexandra 
Bracken, The Darkest 
Minds conjures dystopian 
nightmares that will be 
achingly familiar to fans of The 
Hunger Games and Divergent 
series. 

The live action debut of 
Kung Fu Panda director 
Jennifer Yuh Nelson is set in a 
bleak, futuristic America where 
the adult population has 
turned against child survivors 
of a deadly epidemic. 

One brave girl emerges from 
the melee to follow her destiny 
as figurehead of a rebellion, 
inspiring others to rise up 
against brutal regimes, which 
exterminate what they do not 
understand. 

Nelson’s film is blessed with 
a moving central performance 
from Amandla Stenberg, who 
captures the vulnerability of an 
adolescent heroine, who 
experiences growing pangs 
under duress including the first 
stirrings of hormone-addled 
desire for a boy. 

The closing image of the girl, 
raising her hand in defiance, is 
strikingly similar to Jennifer 


Lawrence’s courageous Katniss 
Everdeen, and Chad Hodge’s 
script for The Darkest Minds 
neatly plots three points of a 
love triangle to mirror the tug 
of war between Katniss, Peeta 
and Gale. 

Nelson confidently executes 
all of the elements including 
some slickly choreographed 
action sequences, but every 
glossy frame is doused liberally 
with eau de deja vu. 

A pathogen with the 
unwieldy name Idiopathic 
Adolescent Acute 
Neurodegeneration (IAAN) 


delivers a fatal blow to 98% of 
the children’s population. 

Survivors are blessed with 
potentially deadly powers. 

US President Gray (Bradley 
Whitford), whose son Clancy 
(Patrick Gibson) is among the 
afflicted, orders children to be 
forcibly removed from their 
homes and relocated to 
rehabilitation camps where 
they are colour-coded based 
on their newfound abilities. 

Green, Blue and Yellow are 
permitted to live under armed 
guard, while Orange and Red 
are eliminated via lethal

injection. Sixteen-year-old 
Ruby Daly (Amandla 
Stenberg) is an Orange but 
has lived under the radar as 
Green in Thurmond 
rehabilitation camp, where Dr 
Cate Connor (Mandy Moore) 
takes a keen interest in the 
youngster. The medic risks her 
life to smuggle Ruby out of the 
facility to join the fight against 
the government as part of the 
Children’s League. 

A shocking vision wrenches 
Ruby away from Cate and the 
teenager aligns herself with 
three young fugitives - a Blue 
called Liam (Harris 
Dickinson), a Green called 
Chubs (Skylan Brooks) and a 
Yellow called Zu (Miya Cech) - 
who are searching for the 
fabled safe haven of East 
River. 

The Darkest Minds is 
anchored by the luminous 
Stenberg, who catalyses 
simmering on-screen 
chemistry with Dickinson’s 
strapping hunk. 

Gwendoline Christie is 
squandered as a tenacious 
bounty hunter called Lady 
Jane, whose campaign of 
terror ends with disappointing 
ease in this opening chapter. 

Hodge’s screenplay sparks a 
potential sequel but it’s hard 
to imagine that flame burning 
bright without the kindling 
wood of originality.

RE-LOADED 

Ahead of the Cool Britannia festival, Dan Hipgrave of 
Toploader reflects on the band's long, successful career 



S ince forming in 1997, 
Toploader have 
notched up over two 
million album sales 
and a string of Top 20 
hits, both at home and abroad. 

Their popular feel-good cover 
of King Harvest’s Dancing in 
the Moonlight became a global 
hit in 2000, spending 40 weeks 
in the UK charts and more than 
a year in the European Airplay 
Charts, transforming Toploader 
into a household name. 

In 2013 the same track re¬ 
entered the Top 40 an 
incredible 13 years after its first 
release, cementing it as one of 
the most popular pop songs of 
recent times. 

The indie rock group’s debut 
album Onka’s Big Moka, sold 
over one million copies and 
remained in the top five of the 
UK album chart for over six 
months, earning them four Brit 
Award nominations. 

Still going strong, Toploader’s 
highly acclaimed fourth album 
Seeing Stars was released last 
year and accompanied by a full 
UK tour, followed by a host of 
festival appearances this 
summer. 

Guitarist Dan Hipgrave spoke 
ahead of Toploader’s 
appearance at the brand new 
Cool Britannia Festival in 
Knebworth Park on Saturday, 
September 1. 

Are you looking forward to 
Cool Britannia? 

By the time we get to Cool 
Britannia we’re going to be 
getting towards the end of the 
festival season really - our 
festival season starts in May. 

It’s a good thing really because 
it means that by the end we’re 
all well oiled and hopefully, 
touch wood, all quite slick. 

How has the festival season 
been for you? 

It’s been absolutely amazing 
because it’s been such a 
beautiful summer, and when 
the sun comes out everybody 
smiles a bit more and festivals 
become a lot more fun 
generally. People want to be 
standing in a field and drinking 
a cold beer, watching a band. 

With a 90s Britpop line-up will 
you be performing with some 
bands that you know well? 

Yeah, most of them we would 
have crossed paths with at 
some time and some we know 
better than others, but it’s 
always great to catch up. 


The 90s was an exciting time 
for music - why do you think 
this was? 

I grew up in the 80s but I 
spent my young adulthood in 
the 90s, which was a good time 
to have it. I think everyone you 
speak to gets quite protective 
about their own decade but 
having lived in two decades 
since, I definitely think the 
music scene was better - it 
wasn’t just music, it was a 
better time for politics, it was a 
better time for fashion - all the 
supermodels came from that 
time. We sort of dominated 
every area really. 

Toploader played with 
Coldplay and Muse in your 
early days, didn’t you? 

Yes, we started off playing in 
local-ish places, staying around 
London and Oxford. We did a 
gig at the Oxford Zodiac and 
Coldplay supported us but it 
was when they were in their 
really early days. Even then, at 
that early stage, I recognised 
that they were a really good 
band. Playing with so many 
other bands, you started to 
know the good ones from the 
bad ones. And likewise with 
Muse, we supported them at 
the 100 Club in Oxford Street 
and they were unbelievably 
good. I could tell that they were 
going to go on and do really 


good things - it was obvious. 

How did Toploader form? 

We were all pretty much 
friends really - we were 
drinking in all the same pubs 
and it was really quite a natural 
thing for us all to get together. 
It’s what you do when you’re 
young and in bands - well we 
did, anyway. We played all our 
own songs, right from the 
beginning. 

Who were you musical 
inspirations? 

I was a massive Stones and 
Beatles fan and I grew up with 
Zeppelin. I liked quite a lot of 
grunge when it came out -1 
was a probably more into that 
than anything when I was a 
kid. At college I liked Nirvana 
and Pearl jam and all of these 
cool bands that were coming 
out. 

But we were all into different 
things, which I think made the 
band quite interesting because 
we didn’t all come at it with 
one sound. I hear bands these 
days where you know they’re 
all listening to the same music 
because they’re actually 
replicating it. I think if a band 
have too much of a sound, 
you’re not really doing 
anything new. I don’t think we 
did anything particularly new 
either but I think we had so 


many different influences that 
we didn’t remind you of 
another band. 

Has your latest album Seeing 
Stars been well received? 

Yes it has. When you’ve been 
around a while it’s not as easy 
to set the world on fire as 
people are always looking for 
new things. We split up for 
seven or eight years as well, so 
that didn’t really help our 
cause. 

What are the band’s future 
ambitions? 

I’m just happy doing what 
we’re doing. We are all really 
enjoying it and look forward to 
going out and performing. The 
summers are great because 
there are so many festivals out 
there now. That’s another thing 
- there were about 10 back in 
the day and they were all really 
big but now there’s tons of 
them everywhere! We’re pretty 
much booked up until 
September now so that’s pretty 
cool.

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I T HAS been a long 11 years since 
soul songstress Gabrielle released 
her last album. 

The 48-year-old boasts two Brit 
Awards and one of the best pop 
soundtracks of all time with Out Of 
Reach, recorded for the 2011 movie 
Bridget Jones's Diary. 

And finally she's back. A return to 
the studio was motivated by a desire 
to tour new music after admitting it 
was unfair to expect die-hard fans to 
continue paying to see her sing the 
same material. 

"They needed new material and I 
was ready because it means I can go 
back on the road again," she says, 
sitting on a sofa in a small room 
inside BMG's west London offices. 

She got back on the road and 
signed to the label after supporting 
Michael Bolton and being surprised 
at her disappointment when the tour 
was over. 

"He reignited my ambition to go 
back on to the road," she says. "I 
loved him but if someone had said 
you were going to miss this when it 
ends, I would have told them to f*** 
off, don't even try it.” 

"But it was getting back out there. 
The seats were filled and I was really 
chuffed. I was singing my songs for 
45 minutes and I realised I actually 
liked this. By the time it ended, I 
really was depressed." 

She says all of this at a rapid pace, 
occasionally launching into foot¬ 
notes which are often left unfinished. 
Dressed all in black with beautiful 
gold rings, her hair is short, but 
styled to cover her right eye, which 
has a drooped eyelid. 

It was her eye - which is affected by 
a condition called ptosis - that 
initially stopped her from dreaming 
ofbeingapop star. 

It didn't stop her clambering onto 
a table and singing an original song 
in the school canteen though. And 
nor did it stop her years later, singing 
over the tannoy in her first job at a 
supermarket. Despite citing those 
two incidents, she admits she was 
ashamed of dreaming of pop 
stardom. 

"I didn't look a particular way, I 
had a lazy eyelid. How dare I even 
imagine that I could possibly be a 
singer? It wasn't an aspiration. It 
wasn't something I would have told 
people because it would have been 
deemed ridiculous. Who do you 
think you are? There's no one on TV 
who looks like you. 

"Even when I was moonlighting in 
a nightclub in Greek Street in Soho, 
there were always people thinner 
than me, had better voices than me. 
So again my stage was confined. I 
was happy with that - if that's all it 
ever was, I'd have been happy." 

She proved her doubters wrong 
though, and grins with glee as 
she recalls someone signing 
her school leaving book with 
the sarcastic message: "See 
you on Top Of The Pops Ha 
Ha Ha." 

"I kept the book. So carry 
on laughing. I'd like to 
think I paved the way for 
anyone who has hang-ups 
on how they look. If I can 
do it, then you can be 
whatever you want.” 

New album, Under My 
Skin, is out on August 17 
but Gabrielle has been 
blown away by the 


Chart-topping superstar Gabrielle is back with her first album in more than a 
decade. She tells JOE NERSSESSIAN what inspired her to return to the studio 
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reception to lead single Show Me, 
which she co-wrote with Steve 
Chrisanthou - who helped Corinne 
Bailey Rae make Put Your Records 
On a smash-hit. 

"He played this amazing piece of 
music and I just said to him, 'You 
need to get that mic up! I'm quite a 
freestyling kind of artist... If I do a 
melody and start saying things, if I'm 
off-mic and you haven't recorded 
me, I couldn't tell you what I had just 
sung. 

"The best thing for me is to get 
recorded as soon as I hear the music 
and sometimes what I do the first 
time is the right thing. So I went in 
the studio and Steve was coming at 
me, I was just having a ball.” 

Mother-of-two Gabrielle realised 
the music business had changed in 
her time away from the spotlight. 

One thing that has stayed the same, 
however, is that it remains a 
male-dominated industry. 

"I walked into the record company 
and met a whole heap of staff and 
they said, 'This is your team! And for 
every woman, there were five men. 
It's something we've been tackling 
since the beginning and we're still 
tackling it in all aspects. If this is a 
place the inequality needs to be 
addressed then definitely, but for 
years I've been used to there being 
more guys at everything I do.” 

She does notice a slight shift, she 
says, citing Adele as an example of 
there being less of a demand on stars 
to fit this narrow, rigid look. "She's 
freaking incredible and she's here as 
a role model for so many women, 
including myself. I am in awe of her.” 

With track titles including Won't 
Back Down, Put Up A Fight and 
Stronger, it's no surprise Gabrielle is 
pitching Under My Skin as an 
inspirational album. She also 
confronts domestic violence on 
Every Step after a friend once 
ignored her advice to leave her 
partner. 

"Sometimes we stay in things 
through fear, the stars align and it's 
actually a golden opportunity to 
leave. It's hard watching someone 
who is crushed emotionally and all 
you can do is advise them. They give 
you excuses and you just want to 
physically remove them. It's hard to 
stand there with your hands tied. The 
reality is nothing happens before its 
time and obviously they're not 
ready." 

One of Britain's most successful 
female singer-songwriters, Gabrielle, 
who has sold more than five million 
records, is excited by the next stage 
of her career but, as always, 
remains level-headed. 

"I'm not really that ambi¬ 
tious," she says. "Just to have 
a new album, go out 
and performing new 
songs makes me 
happy. I just love 
what I do.”

MORE than 30 years 
after their first release, 
the Mancunian Brit-pop 
favourites have continuously evolved 
to remain relevant.

ANYONE with an ear for 
honest-to-God rock'n'roll 
won't fail to be knocked 
sideways by this infectious collection 
of barnstormers.

AMERICAN singer-

What appeals when it comes to 
playing judge? 

ZERO prep. No, I just thought it was a 
funny idea.

'They've got too much expertise) so it 
just felt like it would be a good thing 
to go and rule against people 
because they've got an annoying 
voice, or they're just a p**** or 
whatever. 

It's such a simple and funny idea.

What about Shaun and Bez? 

SO basically what happened was 
they were living together - this is 
from years ago - and every time they 
got a giro cheque, one of them would 
give the money to the other. They 
would put the money together and 
alternate payments or something. 
But while every time Shaun got his 
money, he would share it with Bez, 
every time Bez got the money, he 
would disappear for three days and 
come back and say he lost it. So 
Shaun was trying to claim for that, 
basically. 

Did you undertake any legal 
training ahead of the show?

A lot of the time, stuff would 
emerge and the case would go off on 
a tangent in a way none of us could 
have predicted. 

You're also a father of three - has 
that lent itself to your judging 
role in any way? 

WELL actually, being a father slightly 
inspired me to do Judge Romesh. 

One of my kids had an altercation 
at school with another kid and we 
were called in to deal with it. The 
teachers were saying, 'We need to 
sort out what's going on with these 
kids,' so they called all the parents in 
and called the kids in, and she said to 
the other kid, 'Did you do it?' And he 
said 'No) And then said to my kid 
'Did you do it?' And he said 'No! And 
she goes, 'Well, what we can do?' 

I don't understand why we have to 


rely on evidence, so I thought that's 
something I would like to take into a 
court - instinct. Shoot from the hip. 

You came to comedy after eight 
years of teaching. Do you think 
your time in the classroom has 
had an impact on you as a 
performer? 

I THINK so. There are loads of 
teachers that become comedians, but 
teaching obviously has a lot of 
parallels. For example, in terms of 
when I first started doing stand-up, I 
wasn't as nervous as I otherwise 
might have been, because if you've 
done fractions with Year 9s, Friday, 
period 5 - those skills transfer across. 
But coming into comedy from 
something else, you always feel very 
grateful to be doing something as 
much fun as this. 


You've also co-written an 
upcoming Sky One sitcom. What 
can you tell us? 

IT'S autobiographical. 

So, my dad passed away seven 
years ago and he ran a pub that we 
inherited, so the sitcom is based on 
that. In reality, my brother and I tried 
to run it for a few months, and it 
turns out we're no good at it, so we 
sacked it off. But in this, my character 
tries to give it a go. 

What's the best thing about being 
a comedian? 

TO be paying your bills by doing 
something creative is extremely 
rewarding. It's such a varied job, it 
doesn't get old.

ELLA WALKER meets the man on a 
mission to make food cheap and simple 


A rguably, cooking isn't 
a game. We've all got to 
eat. Being able to chuck 
stuff in a pan, heat it up 
and feed ourselves is a 
necessity, not a hobby. 

Preferably, what we cook 
shouldn't bankrupt us, but food 
prices are rising, and if your 
culinary skills are limited, 
reaching for ready meals can be 
pretty costly. 

Enter Miguel Barclay. The 
ex-biochemist jacked in a job in 
e-commerce to cook - and to 
only cook meals that come in 
under a stringent, self-imposed 
budget of £1 per portion. He is 
now on his third cookbook, 

Super Easy One Pound Meals, 
full of one-pot dinners. 

"It started with opening the 
fridge to see what there is, like 
(TV show) Can't Cook, Won't 
Cook, but it wasn't as fun as, 
'What can I cook for £1?'" he 
explains. "I'm quite scientifically 
minded. I like spreadsheets and 
calculating stuff, so it was the 
perfect game." 

Based in London, he'd "skive" 
off from his office job as much as 
possible, spend a tenner in the 
supermarket and cook all 
afternoon, "then just eat cold 
food later when we got back from 
the pub." 

Six years later, he started 
putting his recipes on Instagram 
(and now has 232k followers and 
counting) and got a book deal. 

"That's all I do now," Miguel 
says bemusedly, "play this game 
every day." 


Calling cooking on a budget a 
'game,' when admittedly he's not 
struggling to pay for groceries, 
could look insensitive, but 
Miguel sees what he does as "a 
puzzle or an equation - it's a bit 
like sudoku, but more hands-on" 

He wants people to benefit 
from his solutions/recipes, 
whether it helps them get to 
grips with food shopping or 
budgeting, be less daunted by 
cooking, or just encourages them 
to be more inventive in the 
kitchen. 

Surprisingly, he doesn't find 
himself restricted by 
supermarkets. You're as likely to 
find him in Lidl 
(although he thinks 
there's too much of a 
queue) as you are 
Waitrose (he's a fan 
of their essentials 
range Arborio rice). 

In Miguel’s world, 
food waste is also a 
"fun" conundrum, 
because "it's an even 
more complicated 
equation to solve" 

"Using up all the ingredients, 
it's really like a jigsaw. I'm not on 
a crusade to stop people wasting 
food, but I like the problem 
solving of how not to waste food.” 

If you really want to save 
money, he says, planning ahead 
is a must. "You've got to plan 
what you're going to eat and 
overlap ingredients every day," 
so the mince leftover from your 
Bolognese on Monday, doesn’t 
go in the bin on Wednesday

because you didn't 
think of a way to use 
it up on Tuesday. 

Miguel, who first 
got interested in 
cooking as a pot 
washer while a 
student, considers Jamie Oliver 
his biggest inspiration, but also 
calls himself an "anti-chef" 

With no formal culinary 
education and a food career built 
on kitchen shortcuts (his 
couscous paella earned him a lot 
of online abuse: "Even my 
Spanish nan was like, 'That's not 
paella, that's rice with stuff in 
it,”'), you can see why. 

However, he thinks that’s why 
One Pound Meals has been such 


a success - he's got no fancy chef 
airs and graces getting in the 
way. "It's like the art world, 
you've got to be pretentious to be 
believed to be the best, and that's 
not me." 

For his next book, Miguel’s 
hoping to compile a collection of 
£1 veggie and vegan meals, and 
no, he's not tempted to 
experiment with 50p dinners. 

"£1 gives me the flexibility to 
use some cool stuff, I don't want 
to do a cookbook that's just 
lentils," he says with a grin.

I'LL begin with a story of three 
sparkling wines, poles apart in 
style and geography, because I 
love an excuse to talk about fizz. 
As a stroke of luck for my fizz 
theme, Monday is National 
Prosecco Day. 

I'll kick off with three spar¬ 
kling wines which are interest¬ 
ing for different reasons. 

Champagne Thienot Blanc 
de Blancs (RRP £45, 
champagneone.co.uk, 12.5% 
abv), right. Champagne can be 
blended from three grapes; 
chardonnay, pinot meunier 
and pinot noir. If you see a 
champagne labelled blanc 
de blancs, only chardonnay 
has been used. 

Thienot has created a 
wine which has a steady 
stream of elegant efferves- 
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cence. Small bubbles deliver 
aromas of shortbread, ripe 
apples and vanilla; to taste 
there's dried and fresh apples 
with a touch of cinnamon. 

Jenkyn Place Sparkling 
Rose 2014 (£35, jenkynplace. 
com, 12% abv). I've just 
l mentioned those champagne 
grapes. This wine uses all 
three, with pinot noir taking 
the leading share; except this 
wine is from England, not the 
Champagne region. The 
grapes are grown in the north 
Hampshire Downs. This one is 


vibrantly giddy on the bubble 
factor, with flirtatious fizz bombs 
rising through the rose-petal 
pink wine. The nose has red 
fruit, red cherry, marzipan and 
sweet spice; to taste there's a 
zingy freshness with long- 
lasting citrus and red fruit. 

McGuigan Black Label 
Sparkling Shiraz (RRP £10, 
Sainsbury, 13.5% abv). The 
Australians like their 
sparkling reds, especially 
with a barbecue. The wines 
are a bit of an acquired 
taste, but if you've not 
tasted one before, then cast 
your eye towards this. The 
sparkling red delivers 
savoury, woody, spicy black 
fruits on the nose and a peppery 
burst of black fruits and spice in 
the mouth. 



Meanwhile, anyone for 
prosecco? National Prosecco Day 
falls on Monday, August 13, and 
I've pulled together a small 
supermarket snapshot of 
prosecco you could pour to 
celebrate. 

From Aldi, one of its most 
popular is Castellore Prosecco 
Spumante DOC (£5.99), left, 
which has citrus fruit, peachy 
notes, lemon zest and flowery 
features. 

From Ocado, Martini 
Prosecco (£12.99) won gold at 
the International Wine & 
Spirits Competition 2018. It 
has flavours of pear and 
pineapple. 

From the Co-op, Irresistible 
Prosecco (£7.99) won a silver 
medal at this year's Decanter 
awards and is very easy-drinking. 


From Tesco, Plaza Centro 
Prosecco is £6 until Tuesday 
August 14, and then reverts to £7. 

From Waitrose, you can save a 
third on Calle d'oro Prosecco 
which is reduced from £10.99 to 
£7.29, until August 28. 

Finally, a prosecco tip: look out 
for wine which has DOCG on the 
label. The grapes grow on hills 
between the towns of Conegliano 
and Valdobbiadene. These wines 
are a class above basic DOC 
prosecco which can be produced 
anywhere in the Veneto region in 
Italy. 

That should keep you fizzing 
happily until the next time we 
meet.

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"I THINK I might be a bit 
obsessed with pizza 
shortcuts and this one is 
probably my most daring 
yet," says Miguel. 

"It might look like a 
regular pizza, but look a 
little closer and you'll see 
this one is actually made 
with puff pastry. Yes, puff 
pastry!" 

INGREDIENTS 

20 x 20cm square of puff pastry 

2tbsp passata 

Pinch of dried oregano 


!4 mozzarella ball, torn into chunks 
A few spinach leaves 
1 egg 

Salt and pepper 


METHOD 

1. Preheat your oven to 
190°C/gas mark 5 and 
line a baking tray with 
greaseproof paper. 

2. Using a plate as a 
template, cut out a big 
circular piece from the puff 
pastry square. Place it on the 
lined baking tray and lightly 
score a 1cm border around 
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the edge with a knife, making 
sure not to cut all the way 
through. Prick the inner 
circle a few times with a 
fork (this will stop it 
rising in the oven). 

3. Spread the passata 
onto the pastry, within 
the border, season with 
salt and pepper, 
sprinkle with the 
oregano then add the 
mozzarella and spinach. 

4. Bake in the oven for 
about 10 minutes, then 
crack the egg in the 
middle and return to 
the oven for another 10 
minutes until the egg 
white is cooked but the 
yolk is still runny.

1. Coat the chicken 
thigh in a mixture of 
paprika, a pinch each 
of salt and pepper and a 
drizzle of olive oil. 

2. Pan-fry the chicken 
over a low-medium heat, 
skin-side down first, for 
10-12 minutes on each side 
until cooked through and 
caramelised on the outside. 

3. Remove from the heat and 


set the chicken to one side. 

4. Add the couscous to the 
pan (off the heat), along 
with the water, and stir 
for a few seconds to 
incorporate all the pan 
juices, then leave the 
couscous to rest for a few 
minutes and plump up. 

5. Slice the chicken into 
thin strips, then assemble 
your tacos by spooning 
some of the peri peri- 
infused couscous onto 
each lettuce leaf, placing 
some chicken strips on 
top, then drizzling with 
the yogurt and 
sprinkling over some 
cracked black pepper.

TALKS TO HANNAH STEPHENSON 

ABOUT BRINGING BACK EMILY CHARLTON 


She found a contingent of women 
in her well-to-do suburb with a lot of 
time and money - and 
unconventional practices. 

"There were some outrageous, 
over-the-top parties, and I write all 
about it in the book. I've heard 
stories about crazy designer plastic 
surgeries (there's more than a 
passing reference to 'vagina jobs' and 
a hilarious chapter on a high-end sex 
toy party). A lot of this I've heard 
first-hand. 

"I was shocked. Like Emily, I 
thought I'd been in the city a long 
time and had seen it all." 

She admits there has been interest 
from film-makers in the new book, 
but is remaining tight-lipped about it 
for now. 

"If it were up to me, Emily Blunt 


would play Emily again - 
that would be my choice 
in a heartbeat. She was 
brilliant." 



Lauren seems to be 



making things work. She's 
never regretted swapping 
the city for the suburbs. 
"There's so much more 
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space and sunshine, and 
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it's much easier living and much 
more family orientated. It wasn't a 
hard transition," she reflects. "In the 
city, we had two adults, two children, 
two dogs and a two-bedroomed 
apartment. Now we have an actual 
house.” 

Work-life balance is a theme she 
continues to explore. 

"I’m incredibly lucky to have a 
flexible career, I'm lucky enough to 
have help and it's still difficult. 

"I still feel as though I'm not giving 
100% to my work or 100% to my 
children. I feel guilty quite often, 
which is common among both 
working and non-working mums." 

In the US, the book has a different 
title - When Life Gives You 
Lululemons - but she says none of 
her friends are in it. 

"It's an amalgamation of 
different characters and 
different anecdotes. People will 
read it and realise that these are 
things that could happen," says 
Lauren. "Antics go on in so 
many places.”

I T'S 15 years since The Devil 
Wears Prada was published, 
introducing us to ice queen 
Runway fashion editor Miranda 
Priestly and her assistants Andy 
Sachs and Emily Charlton, played in 
the 2006 film by Meryl Streep, Anne 
Hathaway and Emily Blunt. 

"It feels so strange. It's similar to 
having a child. The time flies, and it 
feels at the same time like it was 
yesterday and like it's been decades," 
says novelist Lauren Weisberger, 
whose hit book was loosely based on 
her own 10-month stint as assistant 
to Vogue editor-in-chief, Anna 
Wintour. 

While she continues to write 
novels, there’s also The Devil Wears 
Prada stage musical in the pipeline, 
with a soundtrack by Sir Elton fohn, 
while Emily Blunt said recently she'd 
be up for doing a sequel if the 
opportunity arose. Fifteen years on, 
Prada is still turning heads. 

Lauren, 41, admits her blockbuster 
debut - which became an instant 
New York Times bestseller, sold four 
million copies and was translated 
into 40 languages - was a tough act to 
follow. 

Her second novel, Everyone Worth 
Knowing, received mixed reviews 
and subsequent books, while also 
bestsellers, didn't create the massive 
buzz Prada generated. 

"I remember the second novel was 
incredibly trying. I was very stressed 
out about that but I have an 
amazingly supportive publishing 
team, husband and friends," notes 
Lauren. She also recognises that the 
huge success of any debut novel is a 
rare thing. 

"Every writer goes through 
self-doubt, but I think I also had an 
understanding of what a unique and 
rare occurrence this was with Prada. 

"I hadn’t necessarily expected that 
it would ever be a book, never mind a 
bestseller and then a movie. I was 
very young and very 
naive but I did 
recognise that this 
was a once-in-a- 
lifetime occurrence. 

"I don't think I put 
undue pressure on 
myself, that I or 
anyone else was 
expecting me to 
replicate it with each 
book." 

She brought back 
her Prada 

protagonists in 2013 
with Revenge Wears 
Prada: The Devil 
Returns - and now 
Emily Charlton is back in Lauren's 
latest novel, The Wives. 

Now 36, and an image consultant 
to the rich and famous, Emily's still as 
acerbic as ever. 

But when an ambitious senator 
frames and publicly dumps his wife 
- who happens to be Emily's 
supermodel friend, Karolina - Emily 
leaves the city for the suburbs of 
Greenwich, intent on saving her 
friend's reputation, with the help of a 
corporate lawyer pal who is now a 
stay-at-home mum. 

"It was so much fun bringing Emily 
back again," Lauren says. "She's 
probably my favourite character. She 
has no filter. She says what she thinks 
and there's something really 
appealing about that. Very few 


hadn't expected 
that Prada would 


be a book, 
never mind a 


then a movie 


people do that and when they do, 
people don't like them very much, 
but she manages to be both likeable 
and truthful." 

It’s a funny, feisty story, which 
bangs the drum for female solidarity 
at a time when the #MeToo campaign 
is still very much in the public 
consciousness. 

Indeed, there is reference to 
#MeToo in the novel, when Miranda 
Priestly is trying to lure Emily back to 
Runway. 

"The timing is always perfect for a 
story about strong women who are 
dedicated to one another, not just 
their relationships, families or 
careers. 

"It was the first time I'd written 
about women really taking care of 


each other and being loyal 
to one another, and 
banding together to take 
revenge on a man who's 
behaved badly." 

The Wives was inspired 
by her own move from 
New York to smalltown 
Connecticut with her 
family, playwright and 
screenwriter husband 
Mike Cohen, and their two 
children, aged six and 
seven. 

"We had been living in 
the city for years and 
thought we would never 
leave. Then the second kid came 
along - and we fled. But I was 
nervous about moving to the suburbs 
after so many years in the city,” she 
admits. 

"I subscribed to the stereotypes 
that we all have of the suburbs, 
mostly negative. 

"There's this preconceived notion 
that the suburbs is where fun goes to 
die, that it’s going to be dull, there’s 
not going to be any culture or 
exciting restaurants and no 
interesting people. 

"I was surprised to find to find 
really interesting, engaged people, 
and a small contingent of complete 
crazies who did the most outrageous 
things. I just felt I had a whole new 
world to satirise."

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DON’T HIDE FROM DEBT 


T here's a knock on 
your front door - 
probably before 
seven in the 
morning. You get up 
bleary-eyed. It's a 
couple of big looking 
men - bailiffs. They 
demand money for an unpaid debt - 
often alleged council tax arrears, other 
household bills or maybe a parking 
fine. 

And by now, the original sum will 
have ballooned. 

You may even be the wrong person. 
In one case, bailiffs visited a home 
based on "research" with voting lists 
and telephone directories and 
discovered someone with a name 
"close" to the alleged debtor. 

As he wasn't there, the bailiffs 
demanded £350 from his student 
daughter. When she recovered herself, 
she asked questions. When it was 
obvious, even to the bailiffs, they were 
wrong, they quickly left. 

It could easily have been worse. 
Citizens Advice (CA), campaigning for 
proper regulation of bailiffs as part of 
the Taking Control coalition, says 
"Aggressive enforcement practices can 
cause greater financial distress for 
those already in trouble and can lead 
to serious mental health problems 
such as depression, anxiety and 
suicide." 

CA frequently sees blatant 
violations of the rules, such as bailiffs 
refusing offers of payment and even 
entering people's homes unlawfully. It 
says: "The Ministry of lustice must use 
their promised call for evidence to 
take strong action and look 
specifically at how this could work. 
Without it, far too many people will 
continue to live in fear of the bang on 
the door." 

In England and Wales, a bailiff may 
visit your home, especially if you 
ignore letters saying bailiffs will be 
used. Bailiffs must usually give at least 
seven days' notice of their first visit. If 
you can, pay at this stage, as costs 
mount. If bailiffs do arrive, you usually

do not have to open your door or let 
them in. They generally can't enter 
through a window or use force, 
appear before 6am or after 9pm or 
come in when there are vulnerable 
people including children around. 

The exception is when collecting 
unpaid criminal fines, and HMRC 
taxes. Failure to pay criminal debts, 
such as fines or penalty notices can 
lead to imprisonment. 

If you let bailiffs in and do not pay, 
they can take your belongings - only 
yours - to sell. They must leave things 
such as clothes, cooker or fridge, basic 
furniture, and work tools together 
worth less than £1,350. 

If they can't get 
in, they could seize property 
outside the home such as a car. 



ALWAYS GET ADVICE IF YOU RUN INTO PROBLEMS 


■ SEEK debt advice as soon as you fall into arrears. Try 
to stop bad getting worse as charges are added to debts. 

They won't go away. 

■ ALWAYS get a receipt from bailiffs for anything 
taken including money.

■ BAILIFFS must provide details of which 
company they're from, telephone contact numbers 

plus a detailed breakdown of alleged debts. Always 
check their identity. 

■ MOST bailiffs work for private companies, even when 
collecting money for the council or the government. You 
should first complain to the company the bailiff works for 
or the people you owe money to.

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ROAD TEST: Jaguar E-Pace 250PS Petrol HSE R-Dynamic AWD BY David Ward 



P roof if it was needed that car 

design and making new models is 
today a global business, then we 
need to only look in our own 
backyard where the likes of Jaguar 
and Land Rover have stretched their 
network worldwide. 

The days when Jaguar built beautiful 
high performance sports cars and saloons 
and Land Rover built their iconic Defender 
and the like mainly for the domestic 
market are long gone. 

Today, JLR may still complete the design 
of their continuing impressive stream of 
new models at home, making and then 
selling them now occurs all over the world 
simply because it’s really big business and 
they have to literally be on the doorstep of 
such developing markets in China and 
elsewhere. 

Fashions change too and whoever would 
have thought 10 or more years ago Jaguar 
would be in the forefront of developing 
what have now become known as Sports 
Utility Vehicles? 

The latest of their SUVs is called the E- 
Pace, which in effect is a smaller brother to 
the earlier launched F-Pace, yet in reality 
there’s nothing small about it although it’s 
only a genuine five-adult seater. 

It’s based on the bigger Range Rover 
Evoque platform and underpinnings but 
obviously inherits many of the F-Pace 
attributes so it still looks like a modern day 
Jaguar with its bold, upright grille and 
headlights at the front while at the back 
has a more angular look around the tail 


lights yet it has a distinctive sportier look in 
my book. 

Sit inside the cabin and you could also be 
forgiven for thinking you’re in an F-Pace 
because, quite naturally, Jaguar have used 
much of the furnishings and fittings from its 
bigger sibling which means it oozes with 
quality trim and exceptionally comfortable 
seats, front and back, which give excellent all 
round lumbar support. 

There’s plenty of nice leather and metal 
trims inside, front seats can be programmed 
in for individual settings and good head and 
leg room in both the front and rear seats 
while boot space is decent enough at 577 
litres, easily extended to 1,234 litres with 
those rear seats folded, plus plenty of cubby 
holes for storage. 

For the driver again it feels like driving the 
F-Pace with a quite conventional long dash 
which houses the infotainment system and 
touch screen (there’s a slightly bigger 12.3- 
inch on the HSE tested here) with all the 
controls and instruments both easy to read 
and stalks that are simply sensibly 
positioned. 

As one would expect there’s plenty of 
standard high tech features fitted - obviously 
more as would-be buyers move up in trim 
levels - and there are four 12v charging 
points and five USB connectivity slots for 
both front and rear seat passengers. 

In terms of engines there quite a wide mix 
of different diesel and petrol and also both 
front-wheel-drive and all-wheel-drive and 
adding to the mix different trim levels too 
ranging from R-Dynamics S and SE to HSE 


with the entry-level model being a two-litre 
148bhp turbo diesel at £28,545. 

The two-litre 244bhp turbo petrol HSE R- 
Dynamic is not cheap, coming in at £47,060, 
but you do get a great deal of motor car for 
the money and in addition worthy options 
on the car were a panoramic sunroof (£970), 
surround camera system (£310) and a rather 
nice Borasco grey metallic body colour 
(£615). 

Sitting on 17-inch 10-spoke wheels the list 
of standard equipment on this HSE model is 
certainly impressive with over 60 different 
items listed, from heated washer jets to rear 
view camera with anti-lock braking system - 
nothing is missing! 

Driving the HSE it has to be said is really 
quite effortless whatever traffic conditions 
are encountered and on a personal note 
overall more relaxing and enjoyable than its 
bigger brother. 

The two-litre engine is responsive, has 
good road grip and although slightly heavier 
than the F-Pace equivalent it proved to 
provide firm handling helped by an 
outstanding power steering system. 

The AWD element is naturally Jaguar’s well 
proven Active Driveline System and again 
there are loads of in-built safety assistance 
features while the eight-speed automatic box 
on the HSE is genuinely a joy to use with 
swift, quiet changes up and down and when 
swopped over into manual mode it turned 
out to be just as efficient in gear changing. 

The paddle gear change on the steering 
wheel along with switching the car into sport 
mode provides a sportier drive for those 


keen on that driving style but on test 
sitting in comfort mode and in D allowing 
it to all be natural gave a more than 
competent performance. 

As for fuel economy the two-litre petrol 
engine returned an average of 38.4mpg on 
test, which included two lengthy runs to 
the north of England and back, and was 
comparable to the official combined figure 
of 36.7mpg. 

Drivers who do a great deal of miles 
every week would obviously find the diesel 
engine better in terms of fuel consumption 
but for a car of its size and weight the HSE 
with its two-litre 244bhp was reasonable 
economical. 

The E-Pace is already proving a popular 
alternative to the bigger F-Pace and it’s 
easy to see why they like this slightly 
smaller SUV because some drivers 
obviously prefer a slightly smaller SUV 
with all the known qualities of a Jaguar.

barrier for Kenny 


Lack of sleep fails to stop golden girl of the track

LAURA KENNY continued to 
show the world that motherhood 
is no barrier to achieving in sport 
at the top level, with a second gold 
at the European Championships 
in Glasgow. 

Athlete Jo Pavey and most fam¬ 
ously Serena Williams in tennis 
have both continued to perform at 
the top level after becoming moth¬ 
ers, the latter by winning Wimble¬ 


don last month. 

Sports people are used to lack of 
sleep through excitement, nerves 
and differing conditions across 
the world. 

But the Harlow-born cyclist 
Kenny, who returned to compet¬ 
ition four months ago, had a tough 
night before claiming gold in the 
women’s elimination race in Glas¬ 
gow’s velodrome on Saturday. 

The quadruple Olympic cham¬ 
pion was kept up by her son Albie, 
who is 11 months old, at the 
accommodation she shared with 


husband Jason, also a cycling 
star. 

“I was up five times - and he 
didn’t actually fall asleep until 
nine O’clock,” said Kenny after 
she beat Anna Knauer from Ger¬ 
many in the final of the women’s 
elimination race. 

Sleep 

“But you get used to it. I don’t 
even feel like I’ve had a lack of 
sleep any more - I just come in 
and get on with it.” 

She admitted to her Instagram 


followers that she “literally had 
no idea” how this, her return to 
individual competition, would 
go. 

The cyclist had already 
clinched gold as part of the Great 
Britain team pursuit squad. 

She now has 12 European 
medals, stemming back from 2010, 
and will be aiming to add to her 
Olympic golds in Tokyo in 2020 - 
even if the priorities have 
changed. 

“[Before the Rio Olympics] I 
used to go home if I’d had a bad 


session and that was all I would 
think about, whereas now I don’t 
have time to think about anything 
else other than Albie,” she said. 
“He’s running around like you 
wouldn’t believe at the minute. 
I’m making sure he’s not pulling 
the wires out of the wall or stick¬ 
ing things in plug sockets, rather 
than thinking about riding 
around in circles.” 

Kenny failed to make it a clean 
sweep as she and Katie Archibald 
finished fourth in the final of the 
madison.
